New Danish trawler 
saved from sinking 


A THREE-MONTH-OLD 
Danish pocket trawler costing 
£150,000 all but sank in 
Grimsby fish docks last week 
on her maiden trip to the port. 

Firemen and fish dock workers battl- 
ed for several hours to keep the Ronnc* 
registered 75-footer afloat as water 
flooded the engineroom, accommodation 


and part of the whcelhouse causing 
damage estimated nt many thousands of 
IKiunas. She was waiting to unlond at the 
time. 

Skipper-ownor Rubi Jensen and his 
thrcc-inan crew were not aboard at tin- 
time. It was a night watchman who 
noticed Ch risiina-En emark wns begin- 
ning to settle aft and raised the alarm. 


A fire tender from Grimsby was rush- 
ed to the scene with pumping equip- 
ment, but it was not until 4 a.m. — some 
three hours later — that Christina- 
Enemark was finally saved from sinking 
□t her moorings. 

In the meantime crewman Jan 
La u rid sen, whilst trying to holp with 
pumping, foil into the dock and lmd to 
no rescued. 

The skipper of another Danish vessel, 
Kai Marx, went to hospital fur X-rays 
after injuring his neck and nrm in a lull 
from a ladder. 

A spokesman for Sam Chapman & 
suns Ltd., age ills fur the Danish vessel at 
Grimsby, told Fishing Nvuv that the 
vessel had been extensively damaged 
and iL had been "touch and go". 


Island fleet 
lands more 

ABOUT 2,000 tonnes of fish worth £1.5m. were 
caught by Guernsey fishermen during 1977, states 
the annual report of the island's Sea Fisheries Com- 
mittee. 


However, a steel bulkhead amidships 
had held and this not only saved the 140 
kits of fish in the hold, but probably the 
vessel as well. 

It was understood the water entered 
Christina -Encmnrk through a faulty 
valve or gland, but the vessel was being 
surveyed to find nut Lbc extent of 
dainnge and the cause.

II uimi! -registered pocket trawlers, the 
vessel laid dropped un to smne good 
lemon soles. 


Of this quantity, 1.062 
tonnes worth £704,000 were 
exported. The rest were sold 
locally and this was largely 
brought about by the retail 
outlet of the Guernsey 
Fishermen’s Trading Co. Ltd. 

The total catch increased 
by about LL per cent in 
weight, and about 27 per cent 
in value, despite Iasi year's 
poor weather. 

Increased productivity is 
put down to a fleet of vessels 
which is larger and better 
equipped. This has been 
made possible through the 
Fisheries Loan Scheme. 

Hi ere is criticism in the 
report of the lack of facilities 
fur fishermen in St. Peter 
PurL harbour, although there 
is lilllc evidonco that this bus 
inhibited fisherman or the 
development of tin? industry. 

A properly equipped fish 
quay nnd slipping facilities 
arc badly needed and the 
point is arriving, states the 
repiirL, when further expan- 
sion will not he pussihle 
without these. 

Must catches of crabs and 
lobsters ore taken within 12 
miles of Guernsey’s shores 
and the report stresses that it 
is essential that these waters 
should continue to be vested 
in Britain nnd Guernsey. 

Island fishermen are mix- 
inuslv watching the EEC - 
negotiations towards a cuiu- 
i unit fisheries policy and, in 
part ic ill nr, with regard In 
lishing limits. 


There are now 442 
Guernsey-registered fishing 
boats. Of this number eight 
are between 25 and 50 tonnes 
and seven between 50 and 100 
tonnes. In addition, three 
vessels between 25 and 60 
tonnes are registered in the 
United Kingdom, but belong 
to Guernsey fishermen and 
land their catches on the 
island. 

It is estimated that some 
800 people are engaged in 
fishing for profit. Of thU 
number 200 can be classified 
as full-timers. 

During the year under 
review the Fishermen’s 
Trading Co. boughL a freezer 
vehicle to carry fish between 
Guernsey nnd the United 
Kingdom using the British 
Rail ro-ro service. Tho vehicle 
won also used to bring back 
hnit to Guernsey, as well as 
high quality fishnet available 
nn the island.

Canada to mount 
drive on Europe 


CANADA is looking to 
Europe as a big poten- 
tial customer for the 
expected massive in- 
crease in fish produc- 
tion from her new 200- 
mile limit. But, first, 
Canada has to sur- 
mount the problem of 
high import duties into 
the EEC countries. 

Speaking at the First 
Frozen Industries' 
Conference in London last 
month, Newfoundland's 
Minister of Fisheries, Walter 
Carter, accused the EEC of 
being unfair to Canada by 
imposing tariffs of between 13 
and 25 per cent. Other third 
countries like Norway and 
Iceland were subject to only 
three per cent duty. 

“We are not being allowed 
to compete", he claimed. 

Outlook 

In his paper, which covered 
the outlook for Canada's fish 
trade, Mr. Carter said that 
from a look at resource 
availability over the next five 
to ten years, scientific 
evidence suggests that the 
total allowable catch for all 
groundfiah species in waters 
adjacent to Eastern Canada 
will increase from 884,000 
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tonnes to 1.2m. tonnes over 
the 1977-1985 period.

One of the top dogfiah 
specialists at tne South 
Humberside port is A. R. 
Jenner (F. M.) Ltd., easily 
identified, particularly 
abroad, by the brand name 
“Jendog." This merchanting 
firm was founded in 1933 by 
Arthur R. Jenner. who 
still taken an active interest 
but haB passed on the more 
arduous day-to-day running 
of the business into the very 
capable hands of his son and 
managing director, David 
A. Jenner. 

Today over 75 per cent of 
all production is dogfish and 
in Dave Jenner's own words: 
“We can handle L.OOO-atone 
of dogs daily without sweating 
and 1,500-stone with case in 
the winter,” which may give 
some idea of the size of this 
firm’s business alone! 

Moat of the export orders 
come in by Telex and are 
received in the offices above 
the processing factory in 


GrimBby' s Murray Street, op- 
posite tne fish markets. The 
orders are rapidly processed 
from fresh fish, packaged and 
sent off literally within hours 
of receipt. 


Distribution 

The firm processes and 
markets headless skinned 
dogfish on a vast scale, largely 
for the export markets in 
France and Belgium. By us- 
ing contracted refrigerated 
transport and Sealink Terries, 
fish despatched from 
Grimsby is on the continent, 
just sixteen hours later early 
the following morning and 
ready for onward distribution 
to points more southerly. 

A. R. Jenner also produces 
dog flaps in a big way. 
However the firm does not 
market these itaelf directly 
and they are passed on to a 
flap specialist and thence, in 


common with nearly all 
Grimsby flaps, into the ex- 
port trade. It is widely known 
that thB most popular market 
for flaps is weal Germany. 

Speedy processing, handl- 
ing nnd’ despatching are all 
important factors in securing 
orders, but freshness of the 
supplies of dogs to the factory 
is probably the most vital 
one. Ab Dave -Jenner ex- 
plained: "Freshness is more 
important than anything else. 
1 buy fish which are rarely 
more than a day old to main- 
tain a lop quality product. 
Once you have this and the 
markets, the brand name 
sells itaelf.” 

The firm, as with 
Grimsby's other dogfish 
giants, buys in at least 50 per 
cent of all its supplies from 
outside Grimsby depending 
upon the time of the year. 
Fish is brought in by overland 
trunker from all over Britain.

arrive by road from Scar- 
borough, Fraserburgh, Whit- 
by, Shields, Buckie and 
Eyemouth — to mention but 
a few of the sources — and 
even during the local 
Grimsby summer inshore 
season if the Grimsby-landed 
fish fall short of Jenaog stan- 
dards. 

From October onwards 
after the coastal season has 
closed and the good trawl- 
caught Westerly dogs are 
beginning to taper off, 
Jenners call heavily on 
supplies from the west coast 
of Scotland. Often it takes 
delivery every day of two j* 
trunker loads of five hundred 
7-stone boxes of day-old fresh 
dogs from Loch Clash 
(Kmlochbervie) and Loch 
Inver (Lochinver). Af 

As with so many aspects of 
the fishing industry on the 
merchanting aide it r s a hand 
to mouth existence, depen- 
dant on many factors like the ^ 
weather and demand, but the 
system works well for A. R. 
Jenner and its constant atten- 
tion to quality pays good 
dividends. 

Sharp knife 

Ungutted fish bts generally 
graded into three groups, 
small (14 - 2 lbs), medium (2$ 

- 4 lbs) and large (44 up- 
wards) for processing. The 
dog skinner is a skilled 
worker who combines a keen 
eye with a sharp knife and no 
mean physical strength to 
produce a whole range of 
products which ensures a 
minimum of wastage. 

The process is well standar- 
dised throughout the trade 
and Grimsby is no exception. 

The skin, head and guts, the 
least valuable, are sold to the 
Grimsby Fish Meal Company 
for reduction into fertiliser. 

So, too, are the livers from, 
which oil is extracted, whilst 
the tail is alBo saved and ex- 
ported to Norway where it iB 
dried and a useful nutritional 
fibre extracted. 

What happens to these tail 
fibres 1 b yet another puzzle. It 
could be a Chinese one too, 
for some sources believe they 
end up eventually in the Far 
East as an ingredient of 
shark-fin soup, and this may 
not be too fair off the mark! 

This now leaves the two 
most saleable items on which 
the entire Grimsby dogfish 
industry tends to revolve: the 
skinned dog carcasB and the 
flaps. 

Fleshy flaps 

Dog flaps come from the 
underside of the fish and are

A NEW plastic fish box 
for use at sea was in- 
troduced at the Bhow by 
the Norwegian firm of 
Pera S. Strom berg. 

The firm was Bet up two 
years ago by Pers Stromberg 
— already well known to the 
Industry having been the 
manager of a previous com- 
pany which made plastic 
boxes. 

“After more than tBn years 
of experience I have designed 
an even better plastic box," 
he said. 

“The new box is now un- 
dergoing tests aboard a 
number of vesseta and we ex- 
pect to be in full production 
by August." 


With a 40-kilo capacity, 
the new box would make an 
ideal replacement for the 
seven-Btone wooden box 
traditionally used aboard 
Scottish vessels. 

Design features include 
rounded corners and the 
absence of ribbing so that- 
there are no sharp corners in 
which dirt can lodge. Hand 
gripB are moulded into the 
enas and sides of the box 
rather than being cut through 
the plastic. 

In addition to making the 
box more comfortable to nan- 
die, this also prevents air get- 
ting in to the fish through the 
sides of the box and Bn helps 
prevent ice from melting too 
quickly. 

Stout ridging around the 
rim of the box allows for easy 
stacking and the rounded out- 
side edges and corners makB 
it more resiliant to impact. 

The box, which has been 
developed after consultation 
with the fishing and plastics 


industries, can lie made in 
two versions. One has 
drainage holes around the 
perimeter of the base to allow 
lor outside drainage when 


boxing white fish and the 
other has drainage holes over 
the whole of the base for 


adequate drainage when I 
carrying herring.

EXPORTS of fish and fish products by Britain are 
wall up this year and during May 1978 showed an en- 
couraging rise. Total sales abroad amounted to near- 
ly £12 million, a rise of 12 per cent compared to the 
previous month. 

Deliveries to the EEC countries recorded an In- 
crease of about £200,000 and amounted to £6.9 
million in May. For the first five months of the year, 
they reached £3l.B million (sec Table 1). 

A significant growth was also seen in the case of 
sales to the developing countries in Africa and Asia, 
with deliveries of £1.0 million in May compared to 
£1.2 million In tho previous month. 

The North American market also continued to 
purchase increasing quantities of fish, with sales of 
nearly £1 million. 

Th a biggest item exported continued to be frozen 
fish, with a vnlue of £4.1 million, while there was also 
it big increase in exports of special products like 
lubHlcrs, oysters and crabs. They were valued at £6.8 
million compared to £2.4 million In the previous 
month.

THE level of imports offish continued to rise. By May 
1978, they amounted to £24.9 million. For the first 
five months of the year there was a substantial deficit 
on the trade balance for fish products, which has 
averaged over £10 million per month. 

Main imports came from Europe; deliveries from 
the F.KC countries amounted to £0.8 million, a rise of 8 
per cent compared to April, but in contrast, there was 
n drop in fish supplies from othor European countries. 

During May, Imports of freBh and chilled fish went 
up marginally, whereas frozen fish fillets dropped by 
£800,000 in value. There was a large increase in 
canned fish products, particularly caviar and 
salmon, and their value went up from £5.4 million to 
£7 million, as can be seen from Tables 4, 5 and 0.

If it iB much 
larger, a packing composed of 
braided flax fibres im- 
pregnated with Teflon resin 
and a lubricant which assures 
flexibility and compressibili- 
ty would be better.
